DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 4 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 4 is 
allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 1 1 wherein the register circuit includes a combination logic circuit (40B-D) 
between the pairs of D-latch circuits (10A-D) in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the base claims and any intervening claims.
